THE STAR ANISE.—-A BOTANICAL 
oe DISCOVERY. 

From the: Kow Bulletin of Miscellancoua In- 
formation we reprint: the following -interesting 
account of the trno star anice of China prepared 
by Bir Josoph Hocker, late Director of tho Royal 
Gardens, for the July number of the Botanical 
Magaeine :—~ ; 

- The plant producing tho trao Star Aniso of 
China:is here for the first time. figured and do- 
soribed. For many yeara'the fruit. so called was 
supposed to be that of Xdlicium auisatum,. Linn. 
(seo Bontl, and Trimen, Med. al. i,t, 10), 
the Skimmi of Japon, or of Z.religiosum, Sivb.
